On June 3-5, 1999. Lauren- 
lian University held its Spring Con- 
vixration ceremonies at the H.J. Frascr 
Auditorium. During this three day 
period, some 1,016 Laurentian Uni- 
versity students received a university 
degree. Along with the outstanding 
achievements of the Laurentian 
graduates, four honorary doctorates 
were awarded to very deserving can- 
didates. 

The first ceremony took place 
on Thursday, June 3, and included 
the conferring of degrees in Arts (Gen- 
eral programs). Master of Arts, Mas- 
terofBusiness Administration, Mas- 
ter of Health Sciences in Speech Pa- 
thology, Masterof Engineering, Mas- 
ter of Science and of Social Work. 

On Friday, June 4, during a 
morning ceremony, degrees were 
conferred in Commerce, Sports Ad- 
ministration Physical and Health Edu- 
cation, and Kinesiology. On the same 
day at an afternoon ceremony, de- 



grees were conferred for 
Scicnces(Cicneral and Spe- 
cialized programs). Liberal 
Science, Engineering, So- 
cial Work, and Native Hu- 
man Services. 

On the final day, 
Saturday, June 5, during 
the morning ceremony , de- 
grees were conferred in 
Education (B.Ed.), Nurs- 
ing and Translation. And 
finally during the afternoon 
ceremony, the candidates 
were presented for the de- 
grees of Bachelor of Arts 
(Specialized programs) 
and the honors Diploma in 
Arts. 

In addition to the 
graduation of the one thou- 
sand and sixteen new Lau- 
rentian graduates, during 
the three days of Spring 
Convocation, four honor- 
ary degrees (honoris causa) were 
handed out to very worthy recipients.

Denison Mines 
since 1958 and her 
persistence and 
dedication helped 
transform Elliot 
Lake into the retire- 
ment capitol of 
Northern Ontario. 

Also, receiving 
a Doctorate of La ws 
(honoris causa) on 
the same day was 
Guy Goulard. A na- 
tive of Sturgeon 
Falls and a Lauren- 
tian alumnus, Mr. 
Goulard has had a 
very prominent ca- 
reer as a lawyer and 
a judge, and cur- 
rently serves as the 
Commissioner of the Federal Magis- 
trate. 



Saturday, June 5th saw two 
more honorary degrees handed out. 
During the morning ceremony, a Doc- 
torate of Letters (honoris causa) was 
conferred upon Donald Obonsawin, 
the deputy minister for Northern De- 
velopment and Mines. As a Lauren- 
tian alumnus, Mr. Obonsawin has 
played a significant role in Northern 
Ontario's social, economic and cul- 
tural life. During the afternoon and 
final ceremony, Spyros Loukidelis 
received his Doctorate of Laws (hon- 
oris causa). Spyros Loukidelis is the 
former Justice of the Ontario Court 
(General Division) and Senior Re- 
gional Justice, North-East Region. 
He has been a life-long supporter of 
Thomeloe University and is currently 
serving as Chancellor. 

Overall, the Spring Convoca- 
tion ceremonies went off well as Lau- 
rentian sent over one thousand more 
graduates into the real world. Lambda 
would just like to congratulate all the 
graduates and the honorary recipi- 
ents on a job well done.

Tuesday, March 23, 1999... The Day We Fought Back!!!

I've never seen anything like 
this at Laurentian University. Usu- 
ally being very cynical about student 
activism, at first, this seemed to be 
just like any other protest; lifeless 
and ineffective. However, almost 
immediately, there was a sense of 
excitement as the numbers grew to 
well overtwo hundred picketers. Over 
the course of a couple hoiirs, there 
were roughly four hundred people in 
and out of the picket line. 

A few cars tried to run the line 
which resulted in some hit protesters 
at the main line on University Road. 
Peter Bonish took a couple hits for 
the team, which he said felt "good" 
and added that the people trying to 
run the line were ■'a**holes that just 
want to get through." Later on, Bonish 
was hit a second time by an excitable 
Professor Henry Best, who. with 
strong determination, wanted to get 
through. They ended up holding him 
at the front gate for quite some time. 
This caused quite the ruckus as the 
police came to sort things out, which 
ended with Professor Best waiting 
even longer. 

Later on. a strike leader came 
to report that with all the support at 
the front gate, the South Bay Road 
entrance was thinning out to about 20 
people. Drivers were getting restless 
and began running the line, which 
appurentlv resulted in a few minor 
injuries. 

Elizabeth Carlyle, National 
CFS Chairperson, was in attendance. 
She commented during the rally that 
student involvement at this univer- 
sity was far more impressive than the 
first time she was here, earlier on in 



the year. She said that this is a "good 
start in building the national strike in 
the year 2000," which is going to be 
a huge student movement sometime 
next year. She put this in perspective 
as a good start for universities across 
the country as that we need to con- 
tinue and grow in numbers. 

Todd Bosak agreed fully and 
felt that this was a very impressive 
turn-out. Earlier on in the day, Jamie 
Wylie sounded content with what 
was going on, calling it "not a bad 
turn-out." By the time that the rally 



had started, however, he was urtdoubt- 
edly impressed with all the students. 
Considering that roughly 1 1 00 stu- 
dents voted in favor of the strike 
while 400 students showed up, the 
turnout really couldn't be beat. 

Radio personality Bill James 
was present and said that it was "good 
to see so many people out." He later 
stated that he didn't feel that the strike 
would have any effect because it will 
take more for university education to 
really become a provincial issue. 

Joel DavidsonHarden, of pro- 



vincial CFS fame, took up this issue 
with a twist, believing that students 
are making a difference. He blames 
the Tory government for our tuition 
woes and said, "[We] must force the 
bully into a comer." The Tories, he 
added, are responsible for the dam- 
age and he wishes to ensue that stu- 
dents have a big part in keeping these 
guys out of the office. The Liberals or 
NDP would be a much better choice. 
We have to "spread the word," said 
Harden. 

The surprise of the day came 




when word spread that the Great Hall 
was open for business, as any other 
day of the week. It was odd that they 
would be open for a few reasons: 1 ) 
They had announced that were clos- 
ing in support of the strike, 2) Basi- 
cally no one was in the school which 
would probably mean that they lost 
money, and 3) TTieir food is greasy, 
so who wouldn't opt for the barbe- 
cued hotdogs and CKLU 96.7 FM 
goodies available at the front strike 
line. Apparently, someone, not nam- 
ing any names, Mr. Beach, is alleg- 
edly responsible for making Marriott 
employees work. Word has it that is 
they did not work, they would be 
fired. 

The strike was a great success 
and a huge deal for Laurentian's stu- 
dent movement. If future protests have 
this big of a turn-out, it is possible 
that we will see things change. For 
perhaps the first time there was really 
a united studem voice which may, 
hopefully, have an impact on the 
Board of Governors. If not this time 
then most likely in the future as the 
movement's numoers increa.se. 

EDITOR'S NOTE: We at Lambda 
decided ro re-run this important story 
to bring this serious issue to the new 
fresh and theirfamilies. We hope that 
this article will provide some insight 
into the problem of rising tuition fees 
and what the students of Laurentiar 
have tried to, and wilt continue to try 
to do to freeze tuition and make post - 
secondary education more accessable 
to those who want to pursue it.

On May 20. 1999 at the tenth 
regularmeetingofthe Senate of Lau- 
rentian University the Executive 
Committee brought forth a motion 
thatclassesbeginonJanuary 10,2000 
and conclude on April 7, 2000. This 
would extemd the Christmas holi- 
days for the staff and students by one 
extra week. The motion was passed 
29-1. 

The recommendation for this 
change in the academic year was 
based on the following rationale; 
"/. To allow correction of any Y2K 
problems with heating, electrical sys- 
tems and devices, computers, etc., 
not detected in advance. 

2. To permit students to participate 
fully in community festivities being 
planned during the first few days of 
the new millennium.

There is 
a chance that there could be some 
serious problems with the day to day 
running of the university and the ex- 
tra week will give the university more 
time to correct the problems.

The one festival that I love has 
to be Cinefest. Sudbury '> very own 
film festival that runs lor a full week 
in September.

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A Short History of CKLU: 



Laurentian Radio, formed in September of 1 984first operated a small 
closed circuit system from Room G7 in Single Students' Residence. 

Decided to go on cable FM [CAFM] through the local cable network 
to establish a more concrete product that could later gain the approval 
oftheCRTC. 

In early 1986, the Student's General Association [SGA] proposed a 
referendum to increase association fees by $4.00 per student in order 
to fund the station's progress. The referendum was a success for 
CFLR 

That summer, the station was moved to Arts Portable 1 (AP-1 ), our 
current location. Then known as CFLR, the station went onto Cable 
FM in the late fall of that same year at 1 06.7 MHz. 

In November of 1 990, the Ontario corporation known as the LAU- 
RENTIAN STUDENT AND COMMUNITY RADIO CORPORA- 
TION was formed. 

In June of 1993, CFLR was the first non-FM station in a smaller 
centre to host the National Campus/Community Radio Conference 
[NCRC]. 

In February of 1 996, after a couple of years of hard work, appl ication 
was made to the CRTC for an FM license. 

The CRTC, in decision 96-619, approved our application to broad: 
cast 1300 watts at 96.7 MHz in May 1996 

During late September and early October the volunteers. Staff, and 
Directors voted to change the call letters from CFLR [which was 
already being used by a radio station in Quebec] to CKLU. Our signal 
is still being carried by Northern Cable at 106.7 MHz.

Harassment!!! 



Laurentian University endeavours at all times to provide a working and learning environment that is free of 
discrimination and supportive of productivity , academic achievement and the dignity, self-esteem and fair treatment 
of all members of the University Community. The basis of interaction at the University is one of mutual respect, 
cooperation and understanding and the University will not tolerate any behaviour which is likely to undermine this. 
Harassment is a form of discrimination that violates human rights, dignity and integrity, and that can poison the work 
and learning environment. The Ontario Human Rights Code specifically prohibits discrimination on the basis of 
"race, ancestry, place of origin, colour, ethnic origin, citizenship, creed, sex, sexual orientation, age, record of 
offences, marital status, family status or handicap". (1991 , c.53, s. 5.2). 

Behaviour constituting harassment is considered by Laurentian University to be a serious offence affecting 
the University generally, and it is subject to a range of disciplinary measures up to and including dismissal or 
expulsion by the University. 

Laurentian University has approved a Harassment Policy and Complaint Procedures. The aim of the policy 
is to discourage harassment and to resolve complaints. 

The Laurentian University Harassment Education and Complaints Committee (LUHECC) is composed of 
faculty, staff and students from the Laurentian University Community and is chaired by the Harassment Officer 

What are some examples of Harassment? 

Harrassing behaviour includes, but is not limited to, the following: 

• Verbal abuse or threats 

• Unwelcome remarks, jokes, innuendoes or taunts about a person's body, race, attire, age marital status, 
disability, etc. 

• Displaying pornographic, or other offensive or derogatory pictures 

• Unwelcome advances, invitations, requests (whether indirect or explicit) or intimidation 

• Condescension or paternalism which undermines self-respect 

• Unnecessary physical contact such as touching, patting, pinching, 

• Invasion of personal space, making contact unavoidable 

• Leering 

• Repeated degrading remarks or physical contacts 

• Threats of reprisal made by a person in a position of authority against a person who rejected a sexual advance 

Anyone can be a victim of harassment: female/male, young/elderly, member of 

a visible minority, able-bodied/disabled, etc. It can happen to anyone - and 
does. IT CAN HAPPEN TO YOU. If it happens to you, it is not your fault and 

you are not alone.
